Obviously, to es- 
tablish a moratorium, while it 
would relieve the farmer from pre- 
sent troubles, would do him more 
or less harm in tthe long run. It 
would sake the confidence 
bankers, loan companies, imple 
ment dealers, and merchants in 
farm paper and farm accounts 
The farmer would, almost surely, 
find it harder in future to ‘buy 
machinery on time, to borrow 
money ‘with which to make im- 


of 


provements or buy stock, and to} 
get credit for his living expenses. | 


Kven the threat that payments 
may ‘be foreibly postponed will 
react to some degree in that direc- 
tion, The Provincial authorities 
of course are aware of this fact, 
and it must be assumed that they 
consider the limmediate gain of 
more advantage to the farmer 
than the future penalty it would 
watail. 

While there has been little talk 
of a moratorium in (Alberta, eon 
ditions in parts of this province 
undoubtedly parallel those in Sas 
katchewan. Recalling the poor 
crop returns of several {past sea 
sons in some southern districts, it 
is even probable that in localities 
the Alberta /armer is less able to 
meet his accumulated liabilities 
than his Saskatchewan contempor- 
ary, even from the proceeds of an 
equally good crop. It is significant 
in this connection that a week ago 
the Alberta Government extended 
for a year the ‘time in which own- 
ers may redeem farm land thai 
was jsold last year for arrears of 
taxes. That is evidence that in 
parts at least the conditions in 
Alberta are comparable,to those in 
the neighboring Province, 
argues that if a suspension of pay 
ments is found to be necessary 
there it may also be applied here 


That the tense conditions are! 


less general in Alberta ‘than in 
Saskatchewan could jhardly he 
other than true, Farming in half 
of this province fis more diversi- 
fied. The Saskatchewan farmer is 
a specialist.

Natur- 
ally (when |he buys machinery or 
land or anythnig else on time, his 
payments are made to fall due 
when |the proceeds of his wheat 
crop will Ibe available.
